President Kubitschek Takes 
Delivery of First Craft 
At Galeao Airport 








At Galeao Airport recently 
there were delivered the first 
planes of which it could be truly 
said that “they were made in Bra- 
zil.” These are Fokker S-11 train- 
ing planes, built by the Fokker In- 
dustria Aeronautica S.A., for the 
Brazilian Air Force. 


Delivered to President 

President Kubitschek was on 
hand to see the planes handed over 
to the military. As the first of 
the fifteen making up the initial 
delivery was rolled out of its 
hangar, the President climbed into 
the cockpit of the craft. 


The total order amounts to 
ninety-five airplanes. It was felt 
during the ceremonies that the im- 
portance of the occasion lay not 
so much in witnessing the birth 
of an infant plane construction 
industry as in the fact that the 
knowledge of plain building would 
be a considerable asset in develop- 
ing the other phases of the air- 
craft industry, especially main- 
tenance and overhauling. 


Jets Also Planned 

In addition to the ninety-five 
S-11’s, orders have already been 
placed for fifty S-12’s, an ad- 
vanced model of the S-11, and for 
forty-five S-14’s, jet training- 
planes. In the future, Fokker ex- 
pects to build in Brazil its F'riend- 
ship (F-27) plane. 

This passenger and cargo car- 
rier has some unusual features. 
Its two turbo-helix Rolls Royce 
Dart motors, of 1600 hp and 370 
pounds jet driven, burn kerosene,

ACESITA began with a capital 
of Cr$64,000,000. By 1956 this had 
grown to a new high of Cr$500,- 
000,000. With the completion of 
its present expansion program, 
the company will be able to meet 
the local demand for the types and 
quantities of special 
quired. 

Present equipment includes a 
blast furnace, a steel mill with 
Bessemer, electric and induction 
furnaces, forging plant, rolling 
mill and auxiliary services. After 
the expansion program is com- 
pleted ACESITA will also make 
silicon motors and 
transformers, stainless steel in 
sheets, as well as chromium-nickel 
alloy and stainless steel bars.

Supplies Electricity 

Supplying electric power and 
light to the mill and to the nearby 
cities and villages is the com- 
pany’s 58,000 kw _ hydroelectric 
plant in Sa Carvalho, State of 
Minas Gerais.

Opportunities Listed 


Copies of the issue are still 
available and may be had on ap- 
plication to the Bureau, 551 Fifth 
Avenue, New York 17, New York. 
Opportunities are listed in many 
industries, especially wool spin- 
ning, metallurgy, meats, cement, 
plywood and paper, wine and 
food processing. 

The need for additional wool 
spinning plants, for example, is 
urgent. Rio Grande do Sul pro- 
duces twenty-five million tons of 
wool annually — ninety-eight per 
cent of Brazil’s total. Local capi- 
tal is available for association 
with foreign investment. 

The meat industry needs mod- 
ernization. Additional capital for 
the improvement of refrigeration 
facilities is a necessity. Tremen- 
dous improvement in profits could 
come from the utilization of now 
wasted byproducts of the indus- 
try. 

Boon For Firms 

Many opportunities are avail- 
able. Since the research has been 
done in the State of Rio Grande 
do Sul, smaller firms without re- 
search departments of their own 
will find it especially valuable to 
be in touch with Sr. Morais.

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Sao Paulo to Get 
Fertilizer Plant 





Fixed Nitrogen Deficiency 


In Soil to be Overcome 
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By Chemical Products 





The Sao Paulo fertilizer indus- 
try, which has been developing 
rapidly during the last ten years, 
is going to increase its field of 
action shortly, according to an 
economic survey made by Conjun- 
tura Economica. 

Greater consumption, the dis- 
semination of improved agricul- 
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tural techniques, and the pres- 
ently expected production of 
nitrogenated chemical fertilizers 
based on the by-products of the 
petroleum refined at Cubatao, 
open wide prospects which are 
further enhanced by the States’ 
geographical position. 


Paulista Hub 

For many years Sao Paulo has 
been the economic center for a 
vast region comprising a part of 
the States of Minas Gerais, Rio 
de Janeiro, Matto Grosso, Goids 
and Parana. Now, with large 
scale production of nitrogenated 
fertilizers, it will become the most 
highly regarded distributing mar- 
ket for the entire country, espe- 
cially for the South, which has 
met its needs by imports. 

The importance of Brazilian- 
produced fertilizers of this type

parison among production, con- 
sumption and import figures, but 
also by the deficiency of fixed ni- 
trogen so needed by Brazilian 
agriculture. It is estimated that 
Brazil’s consumption of fixed ni- 
trogen is about 13,000 metric tons 
annually, while production is not 
much over 4,000 tons. 


Preliminary Figures 

But the deficiency of fertilizers 
for the entire country is calcu- 
lated at 180,000 tons and for Sao 
Paulo alone at 50,000 tons. Im- 
ports of raw nitrogenated ferti- 
lizers for the entire country is 
calculated at 180,000 tons and for 
Sao Paulo alone at 50,000 tons. 
Imports of raw nitrogenated fer- 
tilizers and of manufactured fer- 
tilizers in 1954 were of 44,000 
tons and 41,400 tons respectively. 
Since the commercial product con- 
tains, as a rule, twenty per cent 
of fixed nitrogen, it is obvious how 
much imports would have to be 
stepped up to satisfy the nation’s 
needs. 

There are no precise data on 
the Brazilian production of nitro- 
genated fertilizers which are all 
produced from oleaginous cake 
(cotton seed, peanut, castor seed, 
babassu, etc.), manure and com- 
pounds. The reason is that farm- 
ers buying cake do not indicate 
whether they intend to use it for 
fertilizer or forage. 

Authoritative circles, however, 
estimate that over 4,000 tons of 
cake are used as fertilizers each 

ear. Besides this Brazil also pro- 
duces nitrogenated fertilizers in 





Components 

Phosphatie fertilizers originate 
principally from tricalcic phos- 
phate which is found in the 
ground in three forms: phosphor- 
ite, apatite, and phosphorous 
bauxite. Almost all Brazilian 
phosphorite is imported, 100,000 
tons from North Africa and 40,- 
000 tons from the United States. 

Brazilian production, at pres- 
ent only 22,000 tons, should soon 
rise to 130,000 tons. Apatite and 
phosphorous bauxite are of local 
origin. In Sao Paulo, apatite is 
mined at Jacupiranga, which pro- 
duces 75,000 tons a year, yielding 
22,000 tons of concentrates. From 
these materials and others in 
much smaller quantities the phos- 
phates milling industry of the 
State of Sao Paulo, according to 
industry sources, processed al- 
most 30,000 tons of micro-pulver- 
ized phosphates in 1954. 


Brazilian Sulphur 





Sulphuric acid is necessary for 
the production of super-phos- | 
phates. This in turn is produced | 
from sulphur, which is relatively | 
scare in Brazil. Only the Army’s | 
plant in Piquete, Sao Paulo, uses 
national raw material — Minas 
Gerais pyrites—for the produc- 
tion of sulphuric acid.

Even the Sao Paulo 
production will have to be three 
or four times larger to meet the 
nation’s needs in coming years. 


Financing 

Financially, the position of the 
Sao Paulo fertilizer industry is 
very good. It has been able to ex- 
pand in recent years with the aid 
of credit from the Banco do Bra- 
sil and the Federal government 
itself, which gave it budgetary 
allotments from the Salte Plan 
and the Ministry of Agriculture. 

This expansion has been satis- 
factorily profitable. In 1954 the 
relation between capital invested 
and net profits showed results of 
not less than seventeen per cent.

Job Seekers 

For those seeking employment 
only in Brazil, these facts should 
be borne in mind: It is essential 
to apply at a Brazilian consulate 
for a permanent visa to reside in 
the country. The best oppor- 
tunities are for technicians and 
industrial or commercial special- 
ists, with only limited opportuni- 
ties for the relatively unskilled. 

Since Brazil limits its quota of 
foreigners in any one firm to a 
third of the employees, it is es- 
sential that the applicant have a 
good prospect of employment be- 
fore he starts out. In any case, he 
should have enough money on 
hand to get by for at least six 
months. A command of the lang- 
uage of Brazil, Portuguese, is also

Production of Fire Fighting 
Equipment Is Outgrowth 


Of Chemical Industry 


The growth of the chemical in- 
dustry in Brazil has enabled an 
allied activity to proceed satis- 
factorily. This is the manufac- 
ture of fire extinguishing appara- 
tus. 


Producers Named 
Production of fire fighting 
equipment is now a national in- 


dustry. It engages the firms of 
Bucka, Spiero-Comércio, Indus- 


tria e Importacao S.A. of Sao 
Paulo, Walter Kidde S.A., Contra 
Ltda., Sicol, Ltda. and Mat-In- 
céndio. 


The development of Walter 
Kidde S.A. may be taken as typi- 
cal. This firm began its business 
by assembling extinguishers from 
imported parts. By 1952, through 
the process of introducing its own 
manufacture wherever feasible, 
it was producing over forty per 
cent of its assemblage. 


Variety of Sizes 

With the aid of various other 
specialized Brazilian industries, 
it is now making extinguishers 
which are over ninety per cent 
national. Its line runs to sizes 
2%, 5, 10, 15, 20, 50 and 100 
pounds of gas. It also has a new 
line of dry chemical powder ex- 
tinguisher, which has a capacity 
of 20 pounds. 

The dry chemical apparatus is 
a complicated little machine. It is 
being made the base of Walter 
Kidde’s contemplated 150 pound 
capacity dry chemical _ extin- 
guisher. This new model, which 
will be entirely constructed in 
Brazil, with the exception of the 
gas cylinder, will be portable, 
since it will have a wheel base.

FIRST NATIONAL AUTO 
MANUFACTURED BY ROMI 
According to the plans previ- 
ously announced, Maquinas Agri- 
colas Romi, S.A., major producer 
of lathes in South America, is the 
first plant to manufacture a na- 
tional automobile. By weight, the 
car is 72 per cent Brazilian made. 
During the latter part of 1956, 
Romi, at its factory in Santa Bar- 
bara do Oeste, a city of about 
10,000 population located 140 kilo- 
meters west of Sao Paulo, began 
to turn out the Romi-Isetta, a 
small car weighing about 350 
kilos. 

Equipped with a two-cylinder, 
two-speed motor with one combus- 
tion chamber, it uses gasoline at 


the rate of one liter for each 25 | 


kilo-meters. It has four 
brakes. The lines of the little 
Romi-Isetta are strikingly differ- 
ent, having a single front door 
across the entire front of the car. 
The shape of the automobile it- 
self is an oval and has seating 
space for two or three persons.

‘First Seminar in the Socal 
Sciences’ to Have Results 
Discussed by UNESCO 


The successful First Seminar 
in the Social Sciences, which 
gathered together some of the 
most noted sociologists of the 
Western Hemisphere in Rio de 
Janeiro last May, is going to have 
its results discussed by UNESCO 
when that body meets in New 
Delhi, India, this November. 


New Center 

Among the subjects which will 
merit the attention of the Novem- 
ber assemblage will be the topic 
of a Center of Social Investiga- 
tions slated to be opened in the 
capital of Brazil. The principal 
objective of the Center will be 
to activate research work in the 
field of the social sciences with 
a view toward the greatest pos- 
sible expansion of contacts among 
the various American countries. 

It will aim also to exchange 
ideas on _ successful teaching 
methods in order to assure maxi- 
mum profit from the various pro- 
grams undertaken by member 
groups throughout the Hemis- 
phere. The Center in Rio de Ja- 
neiro is viewed as a clearing house 
through which the latest and most 
successful methods in the social 
sciences will be channeled. 

Another important feature of 
the November meeting will be the 
subject of urbanism, which has 
been receiving much attention in 
Brazil because of her phenomenal 
industrialization and the problems 
arising as a consequence of this 
development. 


Active Foundation 

A leading agency in_ the 
UNESCO discussions will be the 
Fundacao Getilio Vargas, which 
led a roundtable discussion in Rio 
de Janeiro on the subject “Social 
Effects of Industrialization.” 
Neither its speakers nor those of 
other Brazilian groups interested 
have been announced. 

The Getulio Vargas Foundation 
is a non-profit organization with 
a social science orientation whose 
aim is to improve living conditions 
in Brazil.

Professional People 

Foreign physicians, dentists, 
engineers and other professional 
persons cannot practise in Brazil 
unless they are able to have their 
degrees revalidated by education 
officials. In the case of engineers, 
a Brazilian government contract 
for temporary work is_ usually 
considered to be sufficient. 

North Americans particularly 
should be in touch with the 
American Chamber of Commerce 
in Brazil in Rio de Janeiro and 
also in Sao Paulo, inasmuch as 
these groups maintain contact 
with North American firms and 
know the possibilities of employ- 
ment within their areas. This may 
also be said of the various Brazil- 
ian State Chambers of Commerce. 

To those contemplating buying 
a ranch in the interior — the 
States of Goiads and Matto Grosso 
are now the most popular—there 
is a “look-see”’ opportunity which 
may be pointed out.

Colonial ‘Nucleus’ 


These people, too, will be much 
helped by the realization of the 
policy stated at the outset of this 
article. Brazilian internal de- 
velopment has been most success- 
ful in recent years when it has 
taken the form of the “nucleus,” 
that is the integrated community 
as conceived and planned by Bra- 
zilian rural and municipal ex- 
perts. 

According to this plan, a large 
area, enough to become a self- 
sufficient community eventually, 
is made a settlement for about 
4,000 families, chiefly agricul- 
tural but with other skills also. 
With the aid of experts a town 
and farms are slowly developed. 
Seeds, equipment, tools and ma- 
terials must be provided for in 
advance by outside finance, but 
when these are paid for, the bank- 
ing agency is usually an estab- 
lished part of the community. 

Since new immigrants coming 
to Brazil are expected soon to be 
able to bring in materials and 
equipment beyond their personal 


effects, new “nuclei” will begin 
operations with more than the 
merest essentials. In this way 


Brazil will be able to attract im- 
migrants such as those mentioned 
at the outset of this article, 


namely those who are looking for 
an opportunity to apply their am- 
bition in such a way as will pay 
off with an improved standard of 
living. 


‘Triangular Immigration’ 

This has given rise to a new 
concept of “triangular immigra- 
tion.” The United States has ex- 
pressed interest in immigration 
because of its importance in con- 
tributing to the economic and so- 
cial development of Latin 
America. Under the far-seeing 
Smathers-Capehart Amendment, 
the International Co-operative 
Administration has been author- 
ized to lend the Latin American 
countries a total of US$15,000,000 
for the development of immigra- 
tion, hygiene and education pro- 
grams. 

Plans now are well under way 
to bring in immigrants from Hol- 
land, Italy and Japan into Bra- 
zil. In mid-June His Excellency 
Ernani do Amaral Peixoto, Bra- 
zilian Ambassador to the United 
States, invited emigration spe- 
cialists of these three countries to 
meet at the Embassy with United 
States State Department officials 
and influential members of Con- 
gress, including Senator Homer 
Capehart of Indiana and Repre- 
sentative Patrick J. Hillings of 
California. 


*‘Holambra’ 

His Excellency spoke of the 
many opportunities available in 
the States of Goids and Matto 
Grosso. He also pointed out the 
success of the Dutch settlement 
known as Holambra, which is in 
the State of Sao Paulo. It is al- 
most a century old. 

At the present time, represen- 
tatives of “Cooperative Holam- 
bra” are in Holland seeking to 
recruit ninety families to fill the 
ranks of its members. The Co- 
operative has a population of 600 
persons, owns 12,500 acres, half 
of them under cultivation, and is 
an integrated community. Its edu- 
cational system provides both gen- 
eral and technical education in 
Portuguese. It prefers young mar- 
ried couples.
